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SUPERINTENDENT ’S  REPORT 

I he  year  1946-47  proved  to  lie  one  of  the  most  interesting 
amt  stimulating  sessions  in  the  history  of  our  school.  Many 
new  courses  were  introduced  into  the  curriculum  and  some  old 
ones  dropped,  revised  and  rejuvenated.  The  student  reaction 
to  this  broadened  curriculum  was  most  encouraging  and  grati- 
fying to  the  school  authorities  and  staff.  Most  of  the  changes 
were  welcomed  by  the  faculty  and  in  all  cases  full  cooperation 
was  received. 

Mention  probably  should  be  made  first  of  the  program 
inaugurated  at  the  beginning  ot'  the  school  year  of  sending  the 
third  and  fourth  year  high  school  students  into  the  Louisville 
Public  High  Schools  for  their  academic  subjects.  This  co- 
operative  program  was  introduced  with  the  approval  of  the 
Louisville  Board  of  Education,  and  we  are  indeed  grateful  to 
them  and  the  public  school  principals  and  instructors  for  their 
endorsement  of  the  plan.  The  students  who  took  part  in  this 
first  year  experiment  were  most  enthusiastic  regarding  the 
benefits  of  such  a course.  The  opportunity  of  traveling  to  the 
city  each  day  on  public  conveyances  was  in  itself  an  additional 
achievement  and  experience  for  them.  Attending  classes  with 
seeing  students  was  a challenge  to  each  of  our  boys  and  girls. 
Parallel  texts  in  braille  in  nearly  all  classes  enabled  the 
students  to  work  independently  and  to  recite  and  translate  les- 
sons in  the  classrooms  along  with  their  new  classmates.  Writ- 
ten work  was  prepared  on  the  typewriter  and  every  test  given 
in  every  class  was  administered  to  each  of  our  students.  Two 
of  the  group  were  on  the  public  high  school  honor  roll  at  com- 
mencement time.  This,  in  itself,  was  an  inspiration  to-  our 
other  students  who  will  follow  these  graduates  into  the  public 
schools,  and  we  believe  our  youngsters  in  competing  with  the 
public  school  students  were,  in  turn,  an  inspiration  to  them. 
The  first  year  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  long  term  results 
and  benefits  will  be  self  evident  in  the  achievement  of  our 
graduates  in  future  years.  They  will  be  better  citizens  in  their 
respective  communities  as  a result  of  this  opportunity. 
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Of  necessity,  the  physical  education  program  in  a school 
for  the  blind  is  limited,  though  this  work  is  considered  of 
utmost  benefit  to  visually  handicapped  girls  and  boys.  With 
the  lack  of  a suitable  gymnasium  and  proper  equipment,  our 
program  has  been  far  from  meeting  established  standards. 
Competitive  athletics  for  blind  boys  is  confined  to  scholastic 
wrestling  and  track  and  field  events.  With  the  addition  of  a 
male  instructor  to  our  staff  it  was  possible  to  include  these 
sports  in  our  program.  The  wrestling  team  took  part  in  the 
Eastern  Blind  Schools’  tournament  held  at  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  in  Baltimore.  Three  of  our  team  members  were 
successful  in  this  first  experience  and  were  awarded  medals 
for  winning  third  places  in  their  respective  classes.  Lack  of 
local  competition  with  public  high  schools  and  neighboring 
schools  for  the  blind  necessitated  this  long  trip  to  the  east 
coast.  We  were  more  fortunate  in  our  track  meets,  and  were 
able  to  act  as  hosts  for  a triangular  meet,  having  the  Ohio  and 
the  Virginia  schools  as  our  guests.  AVe  again  sent  our  boys  to 
the  Eastern  Tournament,  held  in  Philadelphia  this  time,  and 
they  accredited  themselves  well  for  their  first  year.  These 
trips  enabled  our  students  to  visit  other  schools  and  meet 
students  from  the  Ohio,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Maryland. 
Pennsylvania,  Connecticut,  Massachusetts  and  the  two  Xew 
York  Schools.  This  type  of  school  activity  has  been  received 
enthusiastically  by  the  boys,  naturally,  and  we  are  already 
beginning  to  see  the  results  in  improved  body-building  and  gen- 
eral interest  in  physical  education  and  training.  This  is  all 
in  keeping  with  the  best  thinking  regarding  the  physical  de- 
velopment of  the  growing  young  boy  and  will  undoubtedly 
make  our  boys  better  all  around  students.  AVe  hope  to  inau- 
gurate a modified  program  of  inter-school  events  for  our  girls 
which  will  give  them  the  same  advantages  the  boys  have  en- 
joyed on  these  visits  to  other  cities. 

During  the  year,  two  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Advisors  were  held  at  school  in  the  office  of  the  Superinten- 
dent, These  men  devoted  more  than  three  hours  of  their  time  at 
each  of  the  meetings  in  discussing  with  the  Superintendent  the 
needs  of  our  school  plant.  As  mentioned  in  the  Annual  Re- 
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port  of  last  year,  our  main  building  has  been  a serious  fire 
hazard,  and  steps  were  taken  immediately  to  correct  this  situa- 
tion for  the  protection  of  our  students.  Contracts  were 
awarded  during  the  spring  for  the  complete  rewiring  of  our 
building  and  installation  of  new  lighting  fixtures,  including 
approved  tloresceut  lights  in  all  classrooms.  The  old  wire  did 
not  meet  the  code  regulations  and  our  entire  system  was  con- 
stantly overloaded,  resulting  in  the  frequent  and  serious  blow- 
ing of  main  fuses  and  switches.  This  work  amounts  to 
$36,000.00  and  is  well  underway,  with  completion  assured  for 
the  beginning  of  the  new  school  year  in  September.  With  the 
approval  of  the  State  Engineering  Department  a contract  was 
also  awarded  for  the  installation  of  a modern  sprinkler  system 
in  our  main  building  at  a cost  of  $26,000.00.  This  work  is 
also  under  way  and  should  be  completed  during  the  summer 
months.  With  our  building  completely  rewired  and  equipped 
with  a sprinkler  system  the  lives  of  our  students  and  the 
safety  of  our  property  will  be  protected  as  effectively  as  though 
our  buildings  were  new  and  tire-proof. 

During  the  school  year  a steel  wire  fence  was  erected  sur- 
rounding the  entire  north  and  east  sides  of  the  property,  thus 
protecting  our  equipment,  garden,  trees  and  playground  ap- 
paratus from  damage  by  vandals.  This  addition  to  our  plant 
was  sorely  needed  for  many  years  for  the  safety  of  our  students 
and  property.  The  cost  of  this  work  amounted  to  $4,500.00 
and  will  repay  itself  as  insurance  against  loss  and  theft. 

The  groundwork  for  additional  buildings  to  adequately 
house  our  students  and  provide  gymnasium  facilities  for  their 
physical  development,  was  also  acted  upon  by  the  Advisory 
Board.  Recommendations  were  made  to  the  State  Board  of 
Education  meeting  in  June,  1947,  for  the  additions  of  two 
student  cottages,  a gymnasium  and  a residence  for  the  Super- 
intendent. The  estimated  amount  of  this  request,  based  upon 
the  preliminary  drawings  made  by  the  school  architect,  will  be 
about  $400,000.00.  The  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion unanimously  approved  of  the  program  and  granted  per- 
mission to  the  Superintendent  and  the  Advisory  Board  to  pre- 
sent detailed  plans  to  the  Legislative  Council  at  their  Novem- 
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her,  1947  meeting,  with  the  view  of  having  the  capital  appro- 
priation granted  by  the  1948  Legislature  which  meets  in  Jan- 
uary. Tn  accordance  with  this  decision  blueprints  and  build- 
ing specifications  are  already  being  prepared  and  the  .justifica- 
tion for  this  request  is  being  formulated  in  anticipation  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Legislative  Committee  and  the  Legislature. 
Perhaps  by  the  time  the  next  annual  report  is  prepared  these 
buildings  will  be  well  underway  and  ready  for  use  by  the 
students  late  in  the  1948-49  school  year. 

We  are  happy  to  report  here  that  at  the  March,  1947, 
meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  favorable  action  was 
taken  upon  a recommendation  by  the  Superintendent  that  a 
new  salary  classification  and  schedule  be  established  for  our 
teaching  staff.  A movement  was  made  more  than  a year  ago 
to  this  effect,  long  before  the  current  national  agitation  for 
improvement  of  teachers’  salaries.  It  was  felt  by  the  Super- 
intendent that  our  school  program  could  not  be  properly  built 
ii])  and  improved  unless  a salary  schedule  was  inaugurated  to 
encourage  well  trained  teachers,  to  enter  our  field  of  special 
education.  Provisions  are  made  in  the  plan  for  regular  and 
frequent  salary  increments  in  return  for  teacher  improvement. 
Teachers  will  be  required  to  attend  summer  school  sessions  at 
recognized  colleges  and  universities  for  graduate  work  in 
special  education  and  their  teaching  fields,  at  least  once  every 
three  years.  Teachers  also  will  be  encouraged  to  attend  the 
biennial  meetings  of  the  American  Association  of  Instructors 
of  the  Blind.  Both  of  these  objectives  have  been  started,  with 
three  of  our  staff  members  attending  A. A. LB.  in  Boston  in  the 
summer  of  1946  and  with  four  of  our  teachers  registered  for 
summer  school  in  June,  1947.  This  teacher  improvement  of 
our  present  staff  members,  and  the  new  salary  schedule  for 
incoming  teachers  should  enable  us  to  build  up  a most  com- 
petent and  efficient  teaching  staff  to  carry  out  our  accredited 
curriculum. 

The  addition  of  a full  time  registered  nurse  to  our  staff 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  school  lias  made  possible 
the  formulation  of  a definite  school  health  program.  Every 
youngster  in  school  of  susceptible  age  was  innoculated  against 
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Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  by  the  school  physician  with 
the  assistance  of  the  school  nurse.  The  general  health  of  the 
children  has  been  remarkably  improved  as  a result  of  constant 
physical  check-ups  and  the  preventative  program  inaugurated. 
Not  a single  case  of  the  normal  childhood  diseases  of  measles, 
chicken  pox  or  mumps  was  contracted  during  the  year.  Our 
only  serious  illnesses  were  two  appendectomies  and  a slight 
case  of  pneumonia,  all  of  which  were  adequately  caied  for  in 
the  local  hospitals.  A full  time  nurse  has  enabled  us  to  main- 
tain a.  dose  check  on  the  cataracts  and  other  eye  conditions  suit- 
able for  remedy  or  Rx.  The  school  ophthalmologist  performed 
six  cataract  operations,  and  one  enucleation  was  necessary. 
Though  we  had  several  cases  of  flu  during  the  mild  epidemic  in 
Louisville  last  winter  none  required  hospitalization  of  more 
than  two  or  three  days  in  our  school  infirmary.  The  number 
of  normal  winter  colds  was  noticeably  improved,  and  we  are  in- 
debted to  our  school  physician  and  ophthalmologist  for  this 
excellent  record.  Our  school  nurse  has  also  been  given  the  as- 
signment of  case  finding  and  held  investigation  during  the 
summer  months  when  school  is  not  in  session.  This  enables  her 
to  call  on  the  county  health  officers  and  nurses  who  are  our 
most  productive  sources  of  referral  of  new  students.  The 
nurse  also  visits  the  homes  of  prospective  students  to  determine 
their  eligibility  for  admission  and  help  the  mothers  prepare  the 
children  for  the  opening  of  school  in  the  fall.  We  hope  and 
feel  that  this  type  of  field  service  will  eventually  reach  the 
parents  of  every  visually  handicapped  girl  and  boy  in  the 
State  and  acquaint  them  with  the  school  and  its  facilities  for 
the  education  of  their  children. 

In  the  summer  of  1946  the  Superintendent  suggested  a 
plan  of  a proposed  course  of  orientation  and  training  for  newly 
blinded  young  adults  to  the  State  Department  of  Vocational 
Rehabilitation.  The  feeling  was  quite  evident  that  some  service 
should  he  offered  these  young  people  who  lost  their  vision  after 
school  age  to  become  adjusted  to  their  blindness  and  to  be  better 
able  to  secure  a position.  The  details  for  financing  the  course 
were  completed,  and  the  first  group  of  five  young  men  came  to 
us  in  March  and  remained  for  a period  of  six  weeks.  The 
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trainees  came  from  Covington,  Henderson,  Barbourville  ami 
Golden  Pond  and  returned  to  their  home  communities  at  the 
end  of  the  course.  The  results  of  such  a program  were  well 
stated  by  the  trainees  who  at  the  end  of  the  course,  were  over- 
enthusiastic  regarding  their  accomplishments,  and  the  discovery 
of  the  many  tilings  they  could  do  when  taught.  An  important 
part  of  the  program  was,  the  travel  course  which  taught  them 
the  proper  use  of  the  long  cane  and  enabled  them  to  lie  com- 
pletely independent  of  a seeing  guide.  This  type  of  training 
is  most  essential  for  their  eventual  placement  in  industries  or 
offices,  for  vocational  training  would  be  of  little  value  without 
the  ability  to  get  to  and  from  home  and  work  independently. 
As  a result  of  the  success,  of  the  course  immediate  plans  were 
made  to  give  a second  course  during  the  summer  of  P)47  for  a 
larger  group  of  such  adults.  Our  complete  facilities  will  be 
available  during  the  summer  recess  and  some  members,  of  the 
teaching  staff  can  be  employed  to  devote  full  time  to  this  very 
necessary  work. 

The  Superintendent  is  indebted  to  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, the  members  of  the  Advisory  Board  and  the  Faculty 
and  Staff  for  the  work  accomplished  during  the  past  school 
year.

ADULT  BLIND 


During  the  past  year  our  Workshop  lias  continued  its 
original  obligation  of  providing  full  time  productive  employ- 
ment for  fourteen  visually  handicapped  workers.  The  busi- 
ness of  the  Workshop  has  been  expanded  to  the  extent  that  two 
cost  of  living  increases  in  the  wages  and  salaries  of  the  em- 
ployees have  been  made  possible.  This  full  production  pro- 
gram and  improvement  in  wage  scale  has  had  a tremendous 
beneficial  effect  upon  the  morale  of  these  handicapped  workers. 
The  pride  these  people  display  in  producing  quality  products 
for  the  commercial  broom  and  mop  markets  has  been  largely 
responsible  for  the  increased  volume  of  sales  developed 
throughout  the  city,  state,  and  country. 

In  cooperation  with  the  State  Vocational  Rehabilitation 
Department  the  Workshop  extended  its  facilities  and  staff  into 
a new  field  of  service  to  the  blind  residents  of  our  state.  The 
Superintendent  proposed  an  orientation  and  training  course 
for  newly  blinded  young  adults  who  had  lost  their  sight  after 
school  age.  Normally  this  type  of  young  person  is  left  to  the 
untrained  devices  of  his  over-sympathetic  family  and  friends. 
He  frequently  is  the  only  blind  person  in  the  community  and 
is  possibly  the  only  person  without  sight  his  family  and  friends 
has  ever  known.  To  remove  him  from  this  “do  it  for  him” 
environment  and  bring  him  to  a teaching  and  training  center 
was  one  of  the  most  important  objectives  outlined  in  the  course 
to  be  offered.  In  addition  he  would  have  to  be  taught  to  travel, 
using  a proper  method  of  cane  technique,  and  to  adjust  and 
orient  himself  to  his  new  condition.  Five  young  men  were 
selected  to  receive  the  instruction  and  training  facilities  we  had 
to  offer,  and  they  came  from  different  communities,  throughout 
the  State.  Their  own  response  to  the  program  was  very  grati- 
fying to  the  staff  and  resulted  in  the  forming  of  plans  for  the 
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second  course  to  be  held  during  the  summer  ay  lieu  more  trainees 
could  be  accepted.  The  results  of  the  progress  of  this  second 
group  will  be  presented  in  the  next  Annual  Report. 

At  the  December,  1!)20,  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education  permission  was  granted  to  the  Superintendent  to 
proceed  with  the  proposal  of  establishing  a small  factory  branch 
of  the  Workshop  in  another  section  of  the  State.  This  expan- 
sion should  provide  employment  for  another  six  or  eight  visu- 
ally handicapped  persons.  Tentative  studies  and  surveys  are 
being  made  of  the  various  cities  in  the  State  regarding  the 
possible  location  of  such  a project.  At  the  end  of  this  current 
fiscal  year  the  actual  beginning  of  this  branch  shop  is  well  be- 
yond the  planning  stage  and  will  be  reported  on  further  in  the 
next  report. 

Finally,  we  are  very  pleased  to  report  that  the  contract 
for  the  renovation  of  our  Workshop  building  has  been  awarded 
by  the  Department  of  Engineering  and  work  will  begin  in  the 
early  fall.  This  much  needed  improvement  has  been  necessary 
for  the  protection  of  the  investment  the  State  has  in  this  large 
building  block.  The  unused  and  condemned  space  in  this 
building  will  be  made  into  seven  modern  offices,  all  of  which 
are  rented  to  business  and  professional  tenants. 

The  close  of  this  current  fiscal  year  finds  us  facing  a new 
period  of  challenging  economic  changes  as  a result  of  the  end 
of  the  critical  war  period.  The  continued  program  stressing 
the  employment  of  handicapped  workers  is  gradually  making 
the  public  become  more  and  more  conscious  of  the  productive 
and  valuable  place  visually  handicapped  people  have  in  our 
social,  economic  and  business  life.
